A Question of with the masses it 
Wmgm, is that this truth 
shall be kept from 
them. He even goes 
so far as to assert that the labor ques- 
tion was never until late years dragged 
in as a defense of Protection. All the 
earlier Tariffs were enacted, he alleges, 
with a sole view to benefiting capital, 
and the interest of the wage earner was 
not considered at all. 

In answer to this perversion of his- 
tory it is sufficient to reproduce the fol- 
lowing extract from a speech of Daniel 
Websteb in Nlblo's Garden on March 
15th, 1837. which has only recently been 
brought to public attention. Mr. Web- 
steb said: 

I am in favor of Protecting American 
industry and labor, not only as employed 
in large manufactures, but alto, and more 
especially, an employed in the various 
mechanic arts earned on by persona of 
small capitals and living by the earnings 
of their own personal industry. Every 
city in the Union, and none more than 
this, would feel sevtrtlv the consequences 
of departing from the undent and contin 
ued policy of the Government respecting 
this last branch of Protection. If duties 
were to be abolished on bats, boots, shoes 
and other articles of leather, and on the 
articles fabricated of brass, tin and iron, 
and on ready made clothes, carriages, 
furniture and many similar articles, thou 
sands of persons would be immediately 
thrown out of employment in the city 
and in other parts of the Union. Protec- 
tion In this respect, of our own labor 
against the cheaper, ill-paid, half fed 
**""~ope, is. in my o 
country owes ti 
own citizens 

It is plain that Daniel Webster's 
advocacy of Protection was based on 
precisely the same grounds of benefit to 
our working people as those which are 
at the foundation of the arguments for 
the same policy made by Its champions 
in 1893. As Mr. Blaine once said, it is 
a question of wages from skin to core, 
and from core to skin again. American 
labor will quickly experience a practical 
demonstration of that fact if the De- 
mocracy carries out its wild scheme of
